SCHOOL BOARD REPORT. 


We herewith present to the citizens of Cornish our first annual 
report of the condition and prospects of our schools under the new 
law. It was with many fears and misgivings, as to the practacability 
of the school system as well as regarding a proper administraiion of 
the same, that each member of the Board entered upon his duties a 
year ago. The course to be pursued in a multitude of instances, 
owing to the fact of their being no established precedent was not in 
all cases, clearly discernable ; but feeling our way slowly, and acting 
agreeably to our best united judgment, we have, as we trust, been 
in some measure successful in carrying out the provisions of the law, 
and at the same time promoting the interests*of education. 

It was no inviting task to undertake to administer a law against 
which the tide of opposition run so high as it did against our present 
school law a year since. During the entire year it has been our 
fixed policy to carry out the evident intent of the law, that you 
might be able to judge of its merits, and at the same time to act as 
far as we could in harmony with the best interests of the schools. 
We have so far as possible in all cases avoided the execution of the 
radical features of the law where they seemed to be in conflict with 
either social or personal interests, and the result$has been that only 
very few cases of collision have occurred. 

It is a fact, however, as said by our predecessor, that ‘*no system 
can be a success which does not receive the support of the people.” 
We have differed with some of our townsmen in relation to the law. 
We have felt that this law was not designed to make radical changes 
in advance of public sentiment, and have made only such changes 
as we considered were for the public good. We have tried to locate 
the schools in divisions where the greatest number would be accom- 
modated, and then set up equally good schools of equal length in 
each of these divisions, thus giving to each pupil equal school ad- 
vantages as far as practicable, adopting the following list of prices

for conveying scholars living more than 1!, miles from school, to 

and from school, viz: six cents per mile for all distances over 1'. 

miles and less than 2 miles: eight cts. per mile for 2 miles and less 

than 24, miles; ten cts. per mile for 244 miles and less than 3 miles, 

and 12's cts. per mile for 3 miles and over, for each scholar con- 
veyed too and from school, the attendance to be shown and settle- 

ment made by the teacher’s register, at close of term. We have 

maintained 25 schools in our district the past year, taught by 16 

different teachers—15 females and one male. ‘There have been 26 

weeks of school, available to all the children of the town, viz: 9 

weeks of school in summer in I2 divisions; 8 weeks in fall, in 4 

divisions ; 9 weeks in winter, in 9 divisions. This is exclusive of an 

extended school of 3 weeks, in division 1, and of any private schools. 

The financial means at our disposal not being sufficient to warrant a 

continuance df the schools, they were, with the above exceptions, 

all closed on January 28th ult. We cannot speak of these schools 

as compared with former years, but can safely say, as a whole, they 

have been a success. We have tried to impress upon the teachers 

and scholars the importance of the old motto, *‘not how much. but 

how well. Locke and Lessing both declared that the secret of 
learning was to learn one thing at a time, and it is the radical fault 
of our public school system, that we overload children’s minds with 

too great a variety of studies. Quite a large number of the teachers 

employed are residents of Cornish, and most of them graduates of 
academies, and experienced teachers, and all were qualified for their 

work. 

While all the matters relating to the general interests of the 
schools have been sanctioned by the full Board, the supervision of 
the prudential and literary concerns of the district have been, for 
the sake of convenience and economy, divided among the members 
of ‘the Board, each one having the immediate oversight of the 
schools nearest him, as well as a general supervision of -the whole. 
Appended to this report is a tabular statement of all the details of 
each school in town during the past year. We have retained the 
numbers of the old districts for the sake of convenience, 
calling them divisions of the district. It is perhaps becoming us, 
and also a duty we owe to you and the interests of education 
in our town that we make a few recommendations for your consider- 
ation. 


£. 
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First, We believe that the ordinary school fund is somewhat 
insufficient to meet the just demands upon it and that we should 
have a greater number of weeks of school; hence we advise an ad- 
ditional appropriation for this, as also to meet other necessary ex- 
penses of the schools. 


Second, We would recommend for favorable consideration Art- 
g of the Warrant, in respect to a new school house at South Cornish. 

Third, That the district or town become the owner of the school 
books in use, assuming control of the same, and make such addi- 
' tions and appropriations from time to time as the circumstances of 
the case may demand. 

Fourth, Lastly but not least, we would earnestly urge a deeper 
interest in this very important work of the education of our children 
and youth. While we may each of us be watching our own personal 
interests with jealous care, we should not be unmindful of the fact, 
that the education of our youth has as high if not higher claim than 
even these upon us, for they are in very many regards identical. 
Let us then respond to these claims, and every way possible seek to 
advance the great work. 

We make the following individual mention of each school in briet. 


DIVISION I. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Mattie E. Weld of Cornish, 
a teacher of experience. Miss Weld has the faculty of governing 
her pupils and at the same time winning their respect. The exam- 
ination at the close of the term, especially the drill in the several 
classes, was excellent. No. of scholars, 9; wages, $20.00. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Gratia S. Chadbourne, who 
made so successful a beginning in summer school in Division 3. A 
continuance of the same discipline, and earnest work made this her 
second school, a success. No. of scholars, 9; wages, $18.00. 


DIVISION 2. 

The summer and winter schools were under the instruction of 
Miss Mattie E. Westgate of Cornish. who has taught several terms 
in this division with success, and fully sustaining her former reputa- 
tion in this school. The examinations at the close of each term 
were very satisfactory. No. of scholars, 7; wages, $18.00.

DIVISION 3. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Gratia S. Chadbourne of 
Cornish. This was Miss Chadbourne’s first attempt at teaching, but 
at the first visit we were convinced of success, both in instruction 
and discipline. The closing examination confirmed our first convic- 
tion. No. of scholars, 13; wages, $16.00. 


The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss Nettie G. Williams 
of Cornish, who fully sustained her former excellent reputation as a 
teacher. Miss Williams is entitled to the credit of earnest and 
efficient work in behalf of the pupils of this school, who have made 
-marked progress. No. of scholars, 17°; wages, $20.00. 


DIVISION 4). 


Summer and fall terms taught by Miss Minnie 5. Wood, a teacher 
that comes prepared for her duties before entering school, teaching 
orally to a large extent, and not confined to text books. The school 
has enjoyed the services of Miss Wood for six terms in succession. 
The scholars have done exeedingly well, and the school ranks among 
the most successful. No. of scholars in summer, 7; No. of schol- 
ars in fall, 10; wages, $17.00. 


DIVISION 5. 


Miss emily N. Tracy of Cornish, taught the summer term. Miss 
Tracy is an efficient teacher—she enforced good order. Her demand 
for thorough work was responded to. The closing examination was 
excellent. No. of scholars, 7; wages, $17.00. 


Winter term taught by Miss Ida L. Child. The same good order 
as was kept by Miss Child, in No. 16. All seemed to work well for 
the good of the school. The advanced classes in arithmetic seemed 
to have done very well, and the progress in reading was especially 
noticeable among the smaller pupils. The school was a success. . 
No. of scholars, 11; wages, $20.00. 


DIVISION 6. 


This division has enjoyed a school, three terms during the year. 
It is our largest school in town. ‘Three teachers have taught, each 
being successful. The summer term was taught by Miss Emma L. 


+ 
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Hilliard, and the fall by Miss L. S. Chadbourne, both of Cornish. 
Both of these teachers gave good satisfaction, and the schools made 
good progress. The winter term was taught by Mr. George L. 
Deming, of long established reputation asa good teacher. This 
term was not a whit behind Mr. Deming’s former experiences as 
to good and satisfactory results. No. of scholars—28 in summer, 
33 in fall, 41 in winter. Wages, including board, $20.00 in summer, 
$24.00 in fall, and $32.00 in winter. 


DIVISION 7. 

This school has enjoyed the services of two good teachers, each 
giving excellent satisfaction. The summer school was taught by 
Miss Nettie S. Williams of Cornish. Miss W. succeeds in winning 
the affections of her pupils and at the same time advancing the best 
interests of the school. This is a small school at present, but has 
some fine scholars. No. of scholars, 10: wages, $18.00. 

Winter term, taught by Miss Emily N. Tracy. The school was 
small, but one of much merit. All cooperated with the teacher, 
which is necessary for the best results. The close of school showed 
good progress. The school was continued one week longer at 
private expense, thus testifying the appreciation of Miss Tracy's 
services. No. of scholars, 6; wages, $20.00. 

DIVISION 8. 

The summer term was taught by Miss Mattie A. Ellis of Cornish, 
who had formerly taught this school. She gave good satisfaction, 
and seems admirably adapted to teaching the little ones, and suc- 
ceeds in securing their affections. The winter term was taught by 
Miss M. Maude Soule of Lebanon, a teacher of good literary qualifica- 
tions, and of considerable experience and success. The order and 
appearance of the school was good, and the progress generally satis- 
factory. No. of scholars—r2 in summer, 17 in winter: wages, $17. 
in summer, $20.00 in winter. 


DIVISION 9. - 


Summer term, taught by Miss Anna B. Swain, a teacher of con- 
siderable experience. What seemed like a little prejudice at first, 
soon wore away. The school was brought into fine order under the 
teacher’s firm rule: devoting much time out of usual school hours, 
for the benefit of her pupils. At the end of the term, after the 
usual exercises of the day, school closed with declamations and 
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compositions by the pupils, which were highly creditable to all. 
No. of scholars, 12; wages, $18.00. | 

Fall term, taught by Miss Emily N. Tracy. The school was quite 
large, several pupils attending from a considerable?distance, showing 
a good degree of interest. Miss Tracy’s pleasant manner of teach- 
ing won the respect and confidence of her. pupils, necessary for a 
good school, The teacher worked with energy and persevering 
effort for the good of the school. Here were too many classes for 
the best advancement. The examination, at close of school, was 
very satisfactory. No, of scholars, 35: wages, $20.90.

ist. To choose a moderator to preside in said meeting. 
2nd. To choose by ballot and majorioty vote a town clerk. 


3rd. To choose three selectmen, and all necessary town officers, 
and agents, for the ensuing year. 


4th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges the ensuing year. 


5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to make 
and repair highways and bridges the ensuing year, and determine 
whether the same shall be paid in money or labor. 


6th. To see if the town will vote to dispense with the services 
of a liquor agent the ensuing year. 


7th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the improvement of the several cemeteries in town. 


8th. To see what action the town will take with regard to the 
several suits at law and other suits pending. 


gth. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the repair of the town house. 


roth. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Representative 
to the General Court to use all reasonable means to secure the 
repeal of the present School Law. 


11th. To see if the town will vote to pay bills of the school board 
and clerk for services for the years 1886 and 1887, and instruct the 
selectmen to draw orders therefor. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to furnish school-books free 
to all scholars attending public schools, and pay for the same out of 
money in the treasury. 


13th. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of fifty dollars for Decoration Day. 


14th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the selectmen not to 
deliver the blank invoice bills until the first of April, agreeable to 
the amendment of Chapter 55, of the Generel Laws.
